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American Consuls Report on Markets for 
Silver and Plated Wares. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 24—At the 
request of a Massachusetts firm instructions 
were sent some time ago to our varjous 
consular officers abroad directing them to 
report in regard to the trade in foreign 
countries in silverware and plated ware, and 
especially as to the possible market for ar- 
ticles of American manufacture. In ad- 
dition to the reports following these instruc- 
tions heretofore published in THE JEWELERS’ 
CirCULAR-WEEKLY, the following excerpts 
from recent reports are presented for the in- 
formation of the trade: 

Consul Covert, at Lyons, France, says: 
“Large sales of both silver and plated ware 
are made in Lyons, but little is manufac- 
tured here. It is all bought in Paris. The 
principal dealer in silverware in Lyons 
thinks it would be useless to attempt to im- 
port it from the United States. He argues 
that we can not make the articles to suit 
them; that there will always be something 
lacking in our designs, according to French 
ideas; also that we can not stamp upon our 
goods the mark that the French government 
stamps upon French silverware showing its 
quality, and they will not accept our mark 
when they can get their own. The French 
people are accustomed to look for the mark 
of quality upon silver and gold placed there 
by the government, and they distrust any- 
thing else. If anything can be done in this 
line in France, it must be done through 
Paris. A dealer in plated goods says that 
the question depends entirely upon price. If 
we can sell cheaper than the French can 
manufacture, they will buy of us. They im- 
port some goods in the rough from Ger 
many and plate them here. They are made 
of copper, with 15 per cent. of nickel, and 
are plated in. Lyons.” 

Consul-General Guenther, at Frankfort, 
Germany, says: “The consumption of 
silver and plated ware in my consular dis- 
trict I have no means to estimate, but I be 
lieve it to be quite considerable. A factory 
for plated ware exists at Frankfort, but I 
could not gain any information from them. 
They ship no goods to the United States 
Hanau, a city in close proximity to Frank- 
fort, manufactures silverware for home con- 
sumption and for export; well-informed 
parties estimate the value at about $357,000, 
a portion of which is exported to the United 
States.” 

Consul Dale, at Coaticook, Quebec., says: 
“There is no manufacture of silver or 
plated goods in this district. The demand 
for them is supplied by six or eight retail 
dealers. Goods of that class which are sold 
in this district are mostly furnished by 
large manufacturing establishments in To- 
ronto. Some are imported from the United 
States by large dealers in Toronto, and 
other trade centers and thence distributed 
to the retail trade. Dealers, including those 
who formerly imported from the United 
States, express a strong desire to do so now, 
but say that the high tariff imposed on that 
class of goods absolutely forbids it It 
therefore seems to be almost without ques 
tion that the sole obstacle in the way of the 
extension of American trade in this line is 
the high tariff on silver and plated goods.”

Full Text of Decision of United States 
Circuit Court on Status of 
Drilled Diamonds. 
WasHINGTon, D. C., Feb. The 
Treasury Department has just made public 
the fuli text of the recent decision of Judge 
Platt, of the United States Circuit Court, 
sustaining tire importers, in the trial at 
Hartford, Conn., to forfeit certain low 
grade diamonds that had been drilled, on 
the ground that they were unlawfully sent 
through the mail.

Death of Charles L. Thiery. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 25—Charles L 
Chiery, who for many years was well known 


} 


throughout the trade as one of t founders 


of the American watch case industry, died 


yesterday morning at his home, in Dorches- 
ter, in the 80th year of his age 

[The deceased was born in Seloncourt, 
France, Dec. 16, 1824, and came of ancient 
Huguenot and Vaudois stock. When about 


| eight years old he was brought to the United 


States by his parents, who settled in New 
York, in which city Mr. Thiery passed his 
youth and learned the goldsmithing trade, 
particularly the making of gold watch cases 
When 22 years old he was induced by the 
late Samuel A. Way (afterwards noted as 
a banker and millionaire) to establish his 
business in Boston, and after moving to this 
city remained here through his entire career. 
He first began his business in a very 


| small way as a watch case maker, but gradu 


ally developed it, owing to his inventive and 
mechanical skill, until it assumed large pro- 
portions. 

Mr. Thiery was, it is said, the first to in 
troduce labor saving machinery in the man 
ufacture of watch cases, and the principal 
processes which he employed were his own 


| creations. What Dennison and others were 


to the watchmaking trade, Mr. Thiery was 
considered by his friends to have been to 
the watch case industry of this country, and 
when he retired, several years ago, he was 
at the head of one of the largest concerns in 
his line in the New England States 

Mr. Thiery was a resident of Cambridge 
for about 38 years, and was prominent in 
the Boston colony of men of French na- 
tivity. He was treasurer of the old Franco- 
Belgian Lodge, and later held the same 
position in the Prevoyance Societies. In 
early life the deceased joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and was an _ active 
member of the Harvard St. Methodist 
Church, of Cambridgeport. He was also 
prominent as an Odd Fellow and as a Ma- 
son, being a member of Friendship Lodge, 
I. O. O. F., and of Amicable Lodge, F 
and A, M. , 

The deceased is survived by a daughter, 
Mrs. Helen M. Batchelder, and two sons, 
Charles W. and William O. Thiery; the 
latter has been identified with the Illinois 
Watch Co. for 14 years as salesman. Thi 
funeral services were held this afternoo:

Bill to Carry Into Effect Reciprocity With 
France Introduced in Congress. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 25.—Repre 
Williams, of Mississippi, the 
minority leader in the House of Representa- 
tives, has introduced a bill to carry into ef- 
fect the provisions of a convention, signed 
at Washington, July 24, 1899, between the 
United States and France, under authority 
of the act of July 24, 1897. The bill pro- 
vides that merchandise the 
product of the soil or industry of France 
designated in the schedule forming part of 
the bill, shall be admitted into the United 
States on payment only of the reduced 
rates as declared and set forth in the sched 
ule accompanying the bill, and no port or 
other charges of any kind shall be imposed 
upon such merchandise prior to its entering 
into consumption, except such as are equally 
applied to importations from all foreign 
countries. The bill further provides that 
no prohibition or restriction of the importa 
tion of any of the products of France shall 
be made, except such as shall equally apply 
to like products in the like condition ar 

riving from any other country. 

The following items are mentioned in the 
schedule above referred to: Imitation jew- 
elry, as described in Par. 193 and 408 ot 
the United States tariff, 10 per cent. re- 
duction; jewelry, Par. 434, 5 per cent. 
reduction; fans, Par. 427, 10 per cent. re- 
duction; articles of amber, bone, ivory, 
mother-of-pearl, shell, meerschaum, Pars. 
448, 449, 450, 459 and 412, 15 per cent. re- 
duction; buckles, Par. 412, 10 per cent. re- 
duction; spectacles and glasses for spec-

tacles, Pars. 10% to 110, inclusive, 10 per 
cent. reduction; opera glasses, lenses, etc. 
Par. 111, 10 per cent cutlery, 
Pars. 153 and 155, 10 per cent. reduction;

watchmakers’ articles, clocks, Par. 191, 15 
per cent. reduction; other goods and wares 
composed wholly or in part of manufactured 
metal and not specially provided for in 
the Tariff Act, Par. 193, 10 per cent 
reduction 

It is provided that France shall, by 
proper legislation, agree, on her part, that 
all articles of merchandise being the prod 
uct cf the soil or industry of the United 
States exported to France, shall be admitted 
into France upon payment only of the 
minimum rates of duty imposed on the like 
articles of any other origin. The same 
stipulation regarding port and other charges 
apply to France as well as to this country. 

The act is to take effect upon the issuance 
of a proclamation by the President of the 
United States announcing that the Govern- 
ment of France has, by appropriate legisla- 
tion, complied with her part of the mutual 
convention above mentioned

Reed & Barton Lease Quarters in New 
Retail Center of New York. 


Reed & Barton, silversmiths, Taunton, 
Mass., with stores at 6 Maiden Lane and 
41 Union Square, New York, have leased 
for a period of 21 years, at a total rental 
of about $1,000,000, the entire ground floor 
and basertent of the new building which is 
being erected at the N. W. cor. of Fifth 
Ave. and 32d St., New York. 

The new building is to be erected by 
Henry Corn and will be one of the hand- 
somest of its class in New York. When 
finished it will have a frontage of 66 feet 
on Fifth Ave. and 125 feet on 32d St., and 
will be 11 stories high. It is expected that 
it will be finished some time in April next

Jewelers to Be a Factor in Building the 
New Baltimore. 


Battimore, Md., Feb. 28.—Though many 
local firms have expressed a willingness to 
go ahead immediately with erecting new 
buildings to replace their burned structures, 
this work has been delayed by the municipal 
authorities who are working on a plan of 
street improvement throughout the burned 
district. Many streets will be widened and 
others straightened. This will include Bal- 
timore St., which will be widened 10 feet on 
the north side from Liberty St. to the Falls, 
as the plan stands now. 

There are several schemes of parking 
which are being discussed, and until the 
plans are adopted in a legal manner, which 
necessitates the passage of a bill by the Leg- 
islature, the builders will be asked to wait. 
This can be done in a few days, however, as 
the Legislature is now in session at An- 
napolis. Several large jewelers have been 
among those who have asked for permits 
and have had architects draw up plans for 
new buildings. One idea of the committee 
in charge of the new building plans is to 
try to have the buildings as near the same 
height as possible which will add much to 
the general appearance. It is believed that 
within six or nine months the names of 
familiar business firms along the main thor- 
oughfares will be seen again. 

On all sides it is heard that larger and 
broader buildings will be erected to replace 
some of the more narrow ones. A sample 
of this may be furnished by the P. B. 
Sadtler estate, which owns 14 and 16 E. Bal- 
timore St. Howard Sadtler, agent for this 
estate, recently said: “The buildings that 
will line Baltimore St. of the future will 
make a 15-foot front structure look out of 
place. We propose to erect a single build- 
ing covering the width of the two stores 
that formerly stood upon this site.” The 
well-known and long-established firm of G. 
T. Sadtler & Sons, opticians and jewelers, 
will have quarters on the ground floor of 
this new and commodious building 

The Samuel Kirk & Son Co., which owns 
the large double lot at 106 and 108 E. Bal- 
timore St., on one of which stood its plant 
which was completely burned down, will 
erect a large marble front structure cover- 
ing both lots, and will be built in a most 
modern and fire-resisting manner. Another 
handsome structure to go up will be for the 
Hennegen-Bates Co. This will occupy the 





fine large lot at 13 E. Baltimore St., where 
the building they formerly occupied stood. 

The James R. Armiger Co., which will 
remain permanently at the large building at 
310 N. Charles St., which they purchased, 
has asked for a permit to take out the front 
brick support of the building and erect in 
its place one of iron. This will have large 
double windows with an entrance in the cen- 
ter The Saratoga St. entrance, back to 
which street the structure runs, will also be 
improved, while the large inside staircase 
will be taken out, which will give the first 
floor a broader appearance

Opens Its Handsome New Store. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 29.—Without 
question one of the largest and most ele- 
gantly appointed retail jewelry stores in this 
country was opened, Friday last, when the 
Bailey, Banks & Biddle Co. issued invita- 
tions for a private inspection of their new 
establishment at 1218-20-22 Chestnut St. 
The firm had spent one week in removing 
its stock of diamonds, watches, statuary, 
objects of art, silverware, bric-a-brac, cut 
glass, etc., from the old store at the S. E. 
cor. of 12th and Chestnut Sts., to the new 
building. Many of the firm’s customers, 
representative of the wealthiest, and in 
many instances the most exclusive, Phila- 
delphia society, attended the opening re- 
ception, together with representatives of 
mewspapers, eastern jewelry manufacturers 
and business men. All voiced their praise 
of the artistic completeness and magnifi- 
cence of the new store, now an interesting 
subject of discussion in jewelry circles 
everywhere. 

Briefly described, though any descrip- 
tion, no matter how well intended, must be 
more or less meagre and insufficient, the 
general arrangement of the new store fol- 
lows the architecturally impressive and 
beautiful exposition plan. The show room 
occupies a space 230 by 76 feet. The build- 
ing itself is a distinct 20th century struc- 
tural achievement, being 10 stories high, with 
every facility for the company’s business. 
factory space, engraving department and 
executive offices, employes’ quarters, etc. 

The construction of the building was 





started about one year ago and has been 
pushed steadily to completion, although 
from time to time delayed by vexatious 
labor disputes. It was erected by the 
Thompson-Starrett Co. Happily, during its 
building, not one workman was seriously 
injured, and it is believed that it is the 
only instance where a building of its mag- 
nitude hag been erected without a call for an 
ambulance. 

In the erection of the building the ques- 
tion of arranging for sufficient daylight was 
a serious problem, but was solved when an 
immense light well was made in the center 
of the structure. Throughout the big build- 
ing electricity is used as the motive power 
and the cases and vaults are also protected 
by electricity. The building itself is cred- 
ited with being fireproof, but a tower escape 
provides an easy means of egress from any 
of the upper stories in case of emergency. 

In the store proper, being 230x76 feet, 
scagliola pillars two feet in diameter sup- 
port a paneled roof delicately colored in 
tinted ivory illumined with incandescent 
bulbs, whose softened radiance fills every 
corner of the big display room. The fix- 
tures, sconces and candelabra are all placed 
low so as to make more conspicuous the 
goods displayed. The center aisle is flanked 
with handsome mahogany show cases of 
imposing dimensions, where are shown the 
more costly articles, while smaller aisles 
diverging from the center divide the va- 
rious departments. 

Beginning with a section for diamonds 
and precious stones, which includes a mir- 
ror room finished in ebony, from which

daylight is excluded, so that the customer 
may study effects, and a dainty dressing 
room in blue and white, the store is cir- 
cled with a succession of departments ex- 
clusively devoted to special classes of ar- 
ticles, with sub-divisions to facilitate in 
spection. Men’s jewelry and women’s jew 
elry each constitute a section, and the same 
convenient regard is evidenced in 
detail of the store. rooms furnished 
in Colonial style are another attraction of 
the store.

The business was founded

Thief Serving Sentence for Robbing 
Providence Jewelers Wanted for a 
Notorious Jewelry Robbery. 
ProvIpENCE, R. I., Feb. 29.—It has de- 
veloped that Daniel Devlin, alias William 
Devlin, who is now serving a sentence here 
for the theft of bronzes from the Tilden, 
Thurber Co., is also wanted by the Wash- 
ington and Boston authorities and there 
is every probability that when he ends his 
sentence here he will find that his troubles 

are by no means concluded. 

Devlin got into trouble here on Aug. 7, 
1902, when he was arrested on suspicion on 
S. Main St. Among his effects on the steam- 
boat dock were found bronzes, valued at 
$140, stolen from the Tilden, Thurber Co.’s 
store. Devlin jumped his bail here and 
this city. He pleaded nolo when arraigned 
just as he was about to leave the country, 
and after a legal battle was brought back to 
this city. He pleaded nolo wren arraigned 
and was sentenced to eight months in jail 

Devlin was committed June 30, 1903, and 
his time would expire about March 1, but 
heavy costs were assessed against him and 
unless some of his friends come forward 
and pay these it is probable that he will not 
end his stay in Rhode Island until about 
Sept. 1. When he steps out of jail there 
will be waiting for him a bench warrant 
from Washington and a “fugitive from jus- 
tice” warrant from Boston. Devlin is 
wanted in Washington on an indictment 
charging him with the theft of a tray full 
of diamond studded jewelry from the show 
window of Gerome Desio’s store. This 
was in March, 1897. The value placed upon 
the articles in the warrant is over $1,600. 
The Boston police say that Devlin is 
wanted there on the charge of the larceny 
of bronze images from a store in that city 
in August, 1902.

ney, before the petition was filed, cffered to 


compromise with his crediters cn the basis 


of 33 cents cn the cellar, but was not suc 
cessful in geiting his crecitcrs to accept 
this settlement 
Mr. Berney has becn known to the trade 
of New York City for abervt 12 years At 
first he was a ring manrficturer at 8&1 
Nassau St., then at 416 Bowery, and still 
later at 203 Madison St. He engaged in 
the present line abort five years ago, and 
at first did an extensive business, handling 
large quantities of diamonds Then his 
trade fell off, and Berney claimed that 
this was due to the fact that he was devot- 
ing more of his attenticn to real estate and 
other matters. In order to get rid of cer- 
tain old judgments standing against him he 
went into bankruptey in April, 1899, and 
obtained a discharge of his debts

Favor Optometry Bill. 


Many Physicians See the _ Salutary 
Effect of the Passage of Bill Regu- 
lating the Practice of Optometry 
in New York State. 


\t a mass meeting of opticians, held 
Thursday evening, at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, New York, the encouraging and 
somewhat sensational fact was brought out 
that the much discussed and alleged oppo- 
sition to the recent optometry bills that 
have been introduced in the Assembly and 
the Senate at Albany are not so strong as 
was supposed, and that some prominent 
physicians in New York State are in favor 
of the measure; these bills were published 
in THE CrrCULAR-WEEKLY, Jan. 20, 1904. 

The meeting was called under the aus- 
pices of the Optical Society of the City of 
New York, but every optician in Greater 
New York, whether or not he was a mem- 
ber of the society, was invited to be present 
and to express his views or to offer sugges- 
tions for the best way of passing the bill 
and defeating the opposition. E. Le Roy 
Ryer, president of the City Society, was 
appointed chairman of the meeting, but by 
far the most prominent speaker of the 
evening was A. J. Cross, ex-president of 
the Optical Society of the State of New 
York. Mr. Cross was not only familiar 
with every phase of the bill in its present 
condition and thoroughly conversant with 
events leading up to the present crisis, but 
had gone through a similar experience in 
legislating for the same measure eight years 
ago. He began his remarks by briefly re- 
viewing the conditions existing eight years 
ago, described the causes leading to the 
defeat of the bill at that time and brought 
the issue from its slumbering past to the 
time when it became more actively agi- 
tated a few months ago. 

“Now is our time to pass this bill 
Mr, Cross. “Never were we stronger, both 
financially and otherwise, to work this 
thing through the legislature. When we 
attempted it eight years ago we had the 
entire medical profession of the state

said 


against us; to-day the opposition is di- 
vided. While it is true we have both state 
and county medical societies formally ar- 
rayed against us, it is also true that some 
of the most prominent physicians of the 
state, members of those organizations, have 
not only refused to oppose the bill, but 
have endorsed it. It is only those whose 
trade unionism feeling and narrow preju- 
dice against anything that would seem to 
invade the domain of medicine who are op- 
posed to the measure. They let their nar 
rowness stand in the way of the advance- 
ment of science and in the enactment of a 
law which will benefit the public at large.” 

Mr. Cross then stated that, last January, 
when the opticians had again decided to 
push their bill through the State Legis- 
lature, President B. B. Clark, of the Op- 
tical Society of the State of New York, had 
sent a copy of the proposed bill and a letter 
and postal card to several thousand physi- 
cians throughout the state. The letter asked 
the physicians to read the bill for the pur- 
pose of discovering whether or not there 
was anything in it to which physicians could 





object. If the physician believed that there 
was nothing that would be harmful to the 
medical profession in the measure and did 
not regard the bill as pernicious, he was to 
sign the postal card and mail it. The en- 
closed postal card was addressed to Mr 
Clark, and was to the effect that the physi- 
cian had read the bill and approved of it.

Mr. Cross said that several hundred fav- 
orable replies were received and that of 
these, 232 were from prominent physicians 
of Greater New York; 171 of this number 
came from physicians in Manhattan, of 
which 38 were members of the State Med- 
ical Society, the organization which is so 
strenuously fighting the passage -of the bill 
at the present time. From the Borough of 
Brooklyn came 61 postal cards from prom- 
inent physicians, and of this number 15 be- 
longed to the Kings County Medical Society, 
another one of the organizations which has 
joined the State Medical Society in fighting 
the bill. Mr. Cross then went on to read the 
names of the New York City physicians 
who had endorsed the bill, and among them 
were some of the best-known physicians in 
the city.

Gem AND Gem Minerats. By OLIVER CUMMINGS 
FARRINGTON, PH.D. Cloth, 8vo, 229 pp., hand-

HERE have been few works in the lit- 
erature on precious stones that will 

be more appreciated by the gem collecter, 
mineralogist, retail jeweler and _ casual 
reader alike than the volume compiled by 
Professor Farrington, the Curator of Geol- 
ogy in the Field Columbian Museum of 
Chicago. From the first to the last page 
of the work there is hardly a paragraph that 
will not be perused with interest by the 
reader, no matter who he may be, or what 
his purpose in examining the volume. It 
is not that the matter contained is new—in 
fact, much of it has already been published— 
but the facts already known in regard to 
precious stones and gems have been so well 
compiled and ably set forth by the author 
as to eliminate all elements of the dryness 
and prosiness usually found in reference 
books of this character. In fact, Pro- 
fessor Farrington begins by acknowledging 
his indebtedness to the works of various 
authors who have preceded him in the field, 
namely, “The Edelsteinkunde,’ by Dr. 
Bauer; Emanuel’s “Diamonds and Precious 
Stones,” Church’s ‘Precious Stones,” 
Fuchtwanger’s “Treatise on Gems,” Kunz’s 
“Gems and Precious Stones of North 
America,” and also his special reports in- 
cluded in “Mineral Resources of the United 
States,” as well as Shelley’s “Legends of 
Gems,” King’s “Antique Gems,” Streeter’s 





“Great Diamonds of the World,’ Williams’s 
“Diamond Mines of South Africa,’ and a 
few others. The author from these seems 
to have culled the salient facts that interest 
the dealer, and collector, and though he has 
treated his subject as a whole from the min- 
eralogical standpoint, he has avoided tech- 
nical discussions, and has arranged his 
text so that the work will quickly answer 
ordinary questions which may come up as 
to the origin of any gem, its composition, 
its distinguishing characteristics, or the 
principal historical facts connected with its 
production. 

Beginning with a short chapter telling of 
the nature of follows with 
telling where they occur, and another on 
where and how they are mined. Then 
follows a brief chapter on the color of gems, 
containing a classified list of all precious 
stones according to color; a brief discussion 
on luster and of hardness, a chapter on 
specific gravity of stones; an interesting ar- 
ticle on the optical qualities of these min- 
erals, including an elementary discussion on 
polarized light and the instruments used 
in examining gems, which in turn is fol- 
lowed by a short article on electrical prop- 
erties, phosphoresence and fluoresence. A 
chapter on the crystal form of minerals 
gives outline drawing of nearly all crystal 
forms and their modifications, while the fol- 
lowing chapter, on cutting and mining, 
gives diagrams and descriptions of all 
forms in which gem stones commonly ap- 
pear. There are also chapters on the valu- 
ation and price of gems, on imitation 
stones and how to detect them, on super- 
stitions regarding gems, and on birth stones.

After treating the subject generally, the 
author takes up the principal gems, spe- 
cifically, and devotes separate chapters to 
the diamond, corundum, spinel, beryl phena- 
cite chrysoberyl, zircon, tourmaline, garnet, 
etc., ending with 
amber, jet, pearls and precious coral

illustrated with maps

therein. Among the most attractive and in- 
features of the book, however, 
are the 16 full pages showing various stones 
and crystals, lithographed in 
colors. Among these are the frontispiece 
giving illustrations of the 12 birth 
commonly used, another showing 10 speci- 
mens of diamonds and corundum and other 
rough specimens of feldspar, turquoise and 
matrix, kinds of opal, 
quartz, agate, topaz, tourmaline, beryl, etc 

How much of Professor Farrington’s work 
is original and how much compiled, it would

“How a Credit System Should Be Conducted.” 
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credit system in a commercial business 
is a very perplexing one. Although various 
methods have been advocated from time to 
time, of which have tried, 
must confess that we 
reached a system of credit which will sat- 
isfactorily protect the interest of the cred- 
itors and at the same time do justice to the 
debtors. It seems that every line of busi- 
ness requires and pursues a different meth- 
od of credit, and surely the jewelry indus 
try needs a special consideration in this 
regard. We try to show what poor 
methods have been followed in the past and 
how our present system of credit affects 
alike debtors and creditors.

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The Effect of Atmospheric Pressure on 
Marine Chronometers. 





(Translated for Tue Jewevters’ CrrcuLar-WEEKLY 
From La Nature.) 
HE more general use of the chronom- 
eter and the necessity of a more accu- 
rate performance of the same than has been 
attained so far cause us to consider all 
the factors which promise favorable results 
in this direction. As far back 
1826, Urban Jurgensen, a famous horologist 
of Copenhagen, instituted tests to discover 
and lay down a law by which our marine 
chronometers were influenced by the vary 
ing density of air pressure. The results ci 
these tests were contradictory and barren, 
and were ignored by leading horologists of 
that day. 

Hilliker, an astronomer in charge of the 
observatory at Neuchatel, resumed these 
tests in the year 1888 and made some pro- 
gress in solving the problem. His observa- 
tions showed clearly that every increase in 
air pressure caused a chronometer to go 
slowly; but he also discovered that the same 
degree of air pressure would affect various 
chronomeiers in different seyond 
this he could not go, on account of the lim- 
ited number of his observations, and, in 
consequence, a standard table for such de- 
viation could not be established.

Sufficient indications, however, were ob 
tained show that we were face to face 
with a remarkable and complex problem; a 
problem very different from the one with 
which we had to deal in the case of the pen 
dulum of a clock, the motion of which is 
also retarded by air pressure, partly by its 
effect on the driving weight, which becomes 
lighter in efficiency in proportion to an in 
crease of air pressure, and heavier in 
efficiency in proportion to a decrease of air 
pressure, or in a vacuum, and partly by the 
disturbance which the oscillations of the 
pendulum cause in the equilibrium of the 
air. This latter phenomenon has_ been 
studied by de Buat, Stokes, and, 
recently, by Col. G. Defforges. At present it 
has become a practice to place the highest 
grade of astronomical clocks in hermetically 
sealed cases, and where this has not been 
done, variations in their rates, due to 
changes in the air pressure, have been plain 
ly noticed. Such have been more especially 
observd by Tisseraud in noting the rates of 
the standard clock in the Astronomical Ob 
servatory in Paris.
